Speech by H. E, Dr. G eorge K, C, Yeh, Chinese Ambassador 
to the United StaUiiy , ' TJ“ToTti*^Trrglifl:a Woman^s Forum, 

Richanond, Virginia, 3:1b' p.m., 'November 6, 1958 .» 

lladame Chainaan, Hr. Governor, Under-Secretary Herter, Congressman 

Gary, Representatives of Clubs of Virginia: 

I have chosen to speak briefly today on the subject of "Cormaunism and 
Asia” because, I am sure, j^ou I'Jill want me to tell you something about my 
part of the world which is Asia* And I canviot think of anjdihing in A.sia 
more iraportant and of more concern to the world as a whole than the expansion 


there of international Communism in recent j^ears* 

As we all know, almost half of the world's population is in Asia, fhe 
world is so closely knit today that the fate of one-half of its j^eople cannot 
but be a matter of consequence to the other ’lalf, ho^rever far apart tie;- may 
be. But there ai’e more specific reasons why the events in Asia are as 
important particularly to the men end women in this country as those on 


other continents* 

First, it is on the mainland of China that international Comiiiunisiii had 
first scored its signal success. The Chinese scene stands toda,y as the 
most defiant challenL^e not only to the rest of Asia but to the entire cxvilized 
world, China is no small country. In terms of population, it is the largest 
country in the world and it is contiguous to Soviet Russia, For nine in ars 
now, the most populous couxitry has been made to serve the interests of 


international Cormnunism, 
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Second, the United States more than anjr other Western Power has 
responsibilities and coirmitnents in Asia in spite of the fact that it has 
no colonial interests there. It alone of the West is defending the West 
Pacific against Ccara-aunist aggression, although this is often not sufficiently 
appreciated by its NATO allies. 

Still another reason is that the United States has a long coast line 
bordering upon the Pacific. Its people are geographically divided betx-reen 
those who are Pacific mi^ided and those who are Atlantic minded. 

Speaking of Asia, I think the raost important single factor today which 
is the source of many troubles and which has inadvertently helped the 
propagation of Communism is the European colonialism of the past in that 
area. In fact, one can say that it is the reaction to European colonialism 
that laas precipitated the rise of nationalism in all Asiatic countries. 
Nationalism is a historical phase in the development of most European 
countries. It normally takes the fom of a political awakening- to its 
own right fia position — a sign of maturity'- and Indepengnce. 

But in Asia nationa3.ism, as it began to manifest itself/before World 
War TI, had taken almost entirely the anti-Western line and become largely 
negative in character. To most of the Asians, who obtained their in- 
dependence after the last war, natj.onalism means mainly a movement against 
the West ard not only against European colonialism as such. No doubt, a 
nuxnher of factors had for many decades contributed to this disastrous 
state of affair’s, for some of which the European Powers were juc-tly 
responsible. But I shall not go into details here. 

Wliat is irimortant for my present purpose is to point out taat this 

against 

residual bitterness ag;ainst the V/est and/colonialism has since the end of 
the last war provided a fertile soil on wirich international Communism has

sown its seedp . The circumstances for the growth of Ccmmunism had 

been so favorable that in many Asian countries it is not possible at the 
early stage of its development to distinguish the nationalists from the 
international Communists* In fact, there has come into general use a seif- 
contradictor^' term known as native Comunism, Communism, as we Know it, 
is anjdihing but nationalj if it is Communism, it must be international in 
characrber* 

An interesting phenomenon in connection with the rise of Coi;)munism in 
Asia is the fact that in most Asian countries the founders and l<^aders of 
the Communist movements were practically all intellectual.s» They were not 
peasants, not laborers, as one might have thought. The reason is not far 
to seek. For t!:e intellectuals in any country are usually more .alert, irore 
sensitive to political and social inequality and more vociferous in airing 
their objections and discontent. It is these intellectuals that the 
Russians succeeded in capturing in China in the early twenties as their 
instruments of propaganda against the establisted order. The Chinese Com- 
munist Party was founded in 1921 by Chinese intellectuals under the close 
guidance of Soviet ^issaries sent by Stalin and Td-th Soviet funds. Almost 
without exception the first institutions to be infiltrated by Communism in 
Asia have been the sc’iools, the tea-houses, the neX'Jspapers and the small- 
scale local labor gi’oups. A significant fact is that though Asia, is prediXniijEiiliLy 
agricultural, the peasantry has never been an active element in 
Gcjiimuniet movements* 

Another ijaportant factor in Asia, which has also helped Communism to 

a degree and which is a vital problem in itself, is the economic under- 

its 

development which is often considered the main cause of/poverty and political 
unrest. I shall not spend much time on this point because it is generally 
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knovm tlTat the people in Asia live on a lower standard of material well- 
being, and that the colonial Powers in Asia had never tried adeqnateljr to 
satisfy the desires and aspirations of the Asian peoples for a greater 
share in the government and in the development of their ox-m resources, 

W!ien in the past an Asian x>eoplc became despondent ard turned bitter 
toxv^'ards their colonial ruler for being denied the opportunities xor realizing 
certain hopes and aspirations, Soviet Russia often came along holding out 
its helping hand vjith glittering offers, I recall in this connection ho.r 
after the First World Vlar ray coii.ntry xras sadly disappointed in tie peace 
efforts o.f the Versailles Conference, Instead of getting xfhat they had 


hoped, the Chinese were suddenly confronted with the possibility of the 


loss of the Province of Shantung, They, too, had declared war against 
Germany, but when victory carae, they were to give away rataer t'^an oo gain 
something. Almost at this time the Russians carle up with an offer to 
abrogate her unequal treaties with China, It immediately caught the imagination 
of the Chinese people. The Russians were regarded as the only foreign irieuds 


who were willing to step down to an equal plane wit’' the Chinese, The Fus- 
sians also made offers of financial and technical assistance. It was also 
under these circumstances that Dr, Sun Yat-sen, head of the tieri revclm-ionE'.iy 
party, the Kuomintang, signed t’le fa:ious joint declaration with Joffc, a 
representative of t'ue Russian Communist Party, lor a coalition. 

There is yet another factor in Asia which has furnished opuortunities for 
tlie grotrbh of Communism, It is the ps3rchological attitude of superiority oa 
the part of most Westerners in Asia towards the native population in general. 


This has fostered on the part of certain Asians an inferiority complex, which 


has unfortunafcel3r played a vicious part in creating misunderstandings and 
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maladjustments which otherviise could have been avoided. There is, of course, 
a difference in degree araong the Asians in their bitterness towards the 
West and also in their sense of inferiority. O'lina, which was never con- 
quered by the West, although it shared xxith other Asian countries a number 
of colonial features, was able to live through a period of semi-colonialism 
without much residue of xenophobia. This, however, cannot be saxd for all 
the Asians, some of whom certainly retain to this day a deep-seated resentment 
and bitterness towards the West in general, Americans not excepted. Some 
even allow their "inferiority complex" to be sublimated into a superiority 
complex, which is often a thinly-disguised defense mechanism, 

I have so far dealt with the rise of Coimuunism in Asia without, hoi’iever, 
telling you what Communism is like in Asia, particularly in Cliinr,, With 
the limited tiiae at my disposal, I should like to say that on the; mainland 
of China Comifiunism has been practiced with pex’haps greater orthodoxy and 
rigidity than in Soviet Russia, There is no sign that Mao Tse-tung may 
turn a Tito, If he should change at all, it would be in the din; ct ion of 
another Stalin, 

People have often asked me if I knew what was going on on tie mainland 
of China, It is natural that the question should be asked of me. But I 
must toll you that it is not difficult to know what is going on In CCjmnu'ilst 
" WHinr. bco-ause the Chinese Cemmurdsts, lilce all other Communists, believe in 
propaganda as an instrument of control. They are also proud of any measures, 
however brutal, which they may have adopted to enforce ideological conformxty, 
and they certainly make it a point to publish all their acts of suppression 
and regimentation as well as the people's adverse reactions to taem as a 
warning to the '"oounter— revolutionaries" and deviationists. One can get all 
kinds of Communist publications and. newsp^ers in Hongkong, and it is not 
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Chinese 

difficult, as I said, to know what is going on under Communism on the/mairlana. 

The latest measure adopted by the Chinese Gomunists alxaost throughout 
the mc^nland is the system of the '-cormnunes," It is claimed that 500,000,000 
farmers had been inducted into 23,393 people's communes. Each ccmmune, 
averaging about 21,000 manbers, is ruled by a comittee that controls every- 
thing from food distribution to funerals, Orga-oiaed into work brigades, 
the members of the communes can be shunted frora farm work to military or 
industrial duties on a day-to-day basis. Ultimaoel;^, private property 
to be utterly abolished* 

Some communes are already planning to tear down the houses of their 
members and to use the salvaged brick, tile and timber to build communal 
barracks. In Honan alone, over 6,000,000 children are now being cared for 
in communal nurseries. In sane of the communes, "people's mess halls," 
the Gomunists boast, have already become the only places to eat. Instead 
of turning to !nis wife when his trousers need mending, the commune member 
now takes his problem to the "sexjing brigade." The result, Peiping declares, 
is that 20,000,000 women in seven provinces now find tnemselves freed Lo 
contribute their family pots and pans to a scrap-metal drive and turn thoir 
attention from humdrum housework to such progressive tasks as "road building, 
tree planting and aitch— digging.' 

This dsTelo^ent caimot but Isud to tho oomplsta breakup of the fainilr 


— a mainstay of China. Out of this development, for instance, has cme 
the "Saturday night*' system. Under that system, all but one of the married 
wor,ien workera who live in a donnitory #3leap elsewhere on Saturday nig'^t 
so t!iat each week one of t)^m by turn may have some privacy with her husband 
The director of e ccmraune, almost certainly to be a die-haj-d Ccramunist 
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agent, wields absolute control over everj’-body in his area. According to 

regulations, "the Party organizations shall at all times have under their 

control the way o± thinlcing of all ccsmmune members," It may therefore bn 

deduced that the aim of setting up the communes is to reduce one-quarter 

of the world's population to the stat\'s of slaves. By November, so the 

Peiping regime predicted, 500,000,000 peasants on the mainland will own 

nothing except the clothes on their backs. 

This system is significant becSuse it is in actual fact a form of war 

mobilization, for the communes are militar;^, political and social units 

by themselves. In a period of almost nine years the t’ainese Comraunists 

have practically done away with ihe faxaily as a basic social unit. They 

have suppressed all personal liberties including that of religious faitc, 

and have redoubled their intransigence and defiance as an aggressor, 

I would like to say that after having lived and dealt vrioh the Corn'- 

munis ts in China for over 30 yea-rs, we have come to the firm belief that 

Communism can only thrive on suppression at home and aggression abroad, 

because the Communist ideology is such as to m^dee exq^ansion eilncst a coi'tition 

of its sui’vival^. We have also learned that once a person beermes a 

Communist, he ceases to value the qualities and attributes in which his 

ancestors were taught to revere. It is for this reason that the Chinese 

Communists often seem to me so un-Chinese, and the people who assume that 

you can deal ndth the Chinese Communists now on the mainland with aliiiost 

the same trust and confidence that j'^ou used to deal x-jith a Chinese silk 
Communist 

or tea dealer before the/ occupation can and will oe sadly disappointed,

Chinese Ambassador to the Unxted States, at the 
Veterans Day Dinner, at American Degion Post 
Peoria, Illinois, on November 11, lybo. 

Pir. Chairman, ladies and gentlemen. 

I deem it a great honor to address you on this memorable occasion 
of veterans Day. Ihe toerioan legion is veil known in my country for its 
resolute stand in defense of freedom and Justice. Apart from the fact 
that we were allies in the two world wars, the relationship betw-en your 
servicemen and ours has always boon one of friendliness and mutual respect. 
Thousands of cur veterans who had fought with American troops in the dhina 
Theatre during the last war tall be delighted to learn that I ms addressing 

American veterans here in Peoria this evening. 

All of you who have lived through the scourge of wars m the past c.nd 

who understand perhaps better than others what war would mean in the 
future will naturally want to guard jealously that peace and freedem for 
wMeh you had fought and won. The Chinese people, too, had fought, and 
for eight long years, against the Japanese militarists and had finally 
emerged victorious with their allies. But no sooner had they seen the 
light of peace and freedom than the fruits of their victory were lost to 
the treachery and subversion of international Comurdsm. For, in 19U9, the 
Chinese Communists, having taken advantage of the state of near-exhaustion 
into which the country had fallen, were able to establish a Marxist regnne 
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on the mainland with the backing of Soviet Russia* The Groverment was 
forced to move to Taiwan, or Formosa, where it has continued to function 
under its constit^^tion and has become the rallying point of free Chinese 
the world over, 

' It is my purpose this evening to tell you soraething of the Cotnrtiunist rule 
on the moinland, its ruthless oppression at home and its aggressive de3i,;ns 
abx'oad. I shall also ti’y to explain to you the political goal of my Govi'rn- 
ment which is to restore freedom to its people on the mainland. This to all 
.free Chinese is a sacred mission to which they are dedicated* 

The people on mainland China today live and x^ork under conditions of 
abject slavery and mortal fear. It is obvious from the statements of 
Chinese Coimimnists themselves that unrest is widespread and opposition 
mounting. This has been so ever since the Communists occupied the mainland, 
Lo Jui-ching, the Minister of Public Safety of the Chinese Communist regime, 
claimed in January this year as an achievement that in 1956 and 1957 his 
men had found it necessary to investigate 18,000,000 workers for "counter-* 
revolutionary" thinldng, had smashed 3>000 ’Reactionary" groups, and uncovered 
100,000 "active counter-revolutionaries," of vjhom 5,000 are monbeisof the 
Communist Party itself. On a daily basis, this means that during the past 
two years, among workers alone there were more than 25,000 anti-Coriimunist 
cases investigated. The active anti-Coraraunlst elements arrested averaged 
to about lUO a day. He could not know, of course, how many had sluded hie 
snares. 

Let us remember that the figures I have just cited cover only the years 
1956 and 1957, This was seven or eight years after the Chinese Communists 
had overrun tl'B mainland and after a long period of liquidation during w’lich 

they had put to death over 20,000,000 so-called "reactionaries and counter-

revolutionaries,” herded another 30,000,000 into concentration c?tmps and 
thoroug'Tly brainiiashed the young and the aged. In spite of thes?; severe 
measures, anti-Communist cases continue to be reported in the ComitrurdGts ’ 
own press* That the Peiping regime does not enjoy popular support is 
evident from these facts. 

In February, 1957> it will be recalled, Mao Tse-tung suddenly announced 
what appeared to be a new departure in policyc Using an old Chinese poetic 
phrase, he declared that he would let "a hundred flowers bloom and a hundred 
8choo?.s of thought contend," In the speech in which he proclaimed this now 
mandate, he paid lip service to democracy and he made it appear as if bis 
regime would welcome any constructive critieisrac It is significant that 
this should have come some time after the Hungarian uprisings, which Mao 
had condemned only after a rather 3ong period of silence. There was no 
question that the Chinese Communist leaders had felt the impact of the 
Hungarian revolution upon the people. Mao admitted in his speech on 
February 27 , 19$7t 

"Certain people in our country were excited when the 
Hungarian events took place. They hoped that something 
similar would happen in China, that thousands upon thousands 
of people would demonstrate in the streets and oppose the 
People's Coverriment," 

It is highly probable that the "hundred flowers" statement was in- 
tended as a safety-valve to ease off the growing popular discontent and 
also as a means to smoke out the opposition elements from, their foxholes. 
Whatever may have been the motive, the movement set off an avalo.nche of 
savage criticisms against the Communist party and its government, Hiots 
and demonstro.tions broke out in marxj cities. Even members of Communist 
party came out x-dth grievances and charges against their fellow-members. 
Among these critics were a number of vrell-known professors, journalists. 
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writers;, party and government officials^ scientists and industrialists. 

By May it was obvious that Mao had found out that the very foundation of 
his regime was being rocked by the blooming flowers* In June a movement 
within tte Chinese Communist party was set afoot to counter the criticises 
made against the party. This was quickly followed by the publice. bion of one 
list after another of names of people who were branded ’’rightists," It 
appeared that all those who dared "contend" were publicly blacklisted. 

Then follovjed a period when all these "rightists" were given a chance bo 
recant or to confess in order to escape the official stigmatization and 
punishment. Manj^ Comraunist party officials were expelled from membership* 

The Mew China News Agency in Peiping reported on November 11^ ISblf them-ass 
"relocation" of about 3,000,000 students to rural areas to become farm 
laborers. As you know, the farmers in China constitute almost 83' per cent 
of the population. The Mao regime, in its effort to tighten its grip on 
the people, first started organising the so-called "mutual aid teams" and 
later tte "farmers cooperatives ," But both these measures proved inadequate. 
Since May this year these cooperatives have been re-grouped into larger 
"people’s communes," tfhich is the most rigid forra of control yet instituted 
by the Communists over the Chinese people, Peiping now claims t’lat 90,4 
per cent of China’s 500,000,000 farmers have been organized into 23,353 
communes, each averaging about 21,000 farmers, Bach commune is ruled by a 
committee of diehard Communists which controls practically every activity 
of the farrtier* Organized into what is called "xjork brigades," members of 
the communes can be transferred from farm work to military or industrial 
duties on a day-to-day basis. Some comraunes are tearing down houses in 
order to build cor'ir/iunal barracks. The Cominunists boast that in some 
communes the only places to eat are the "people’s mess halls," with tue 
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restilt that pr±vatcly-o\nied pots, par.s and kitchen utensils are contidbut d 
to the Communist scrap-metal campaign. Thus, women need no longer stay a. 
home but can be mobilized to undertake what the Comimunists claim to be 
more progressive tasks, such as building roads, planting trees, digging 
ditches, and the likeo 

It is important to note that this system of communes is in actual 
practice a form of war mobilization. If one were to study the system in 
detail, one would discover that the entire system is aimed at increasing 
industrial output, eliminating voluntary labor and private property, and 

finally upx’ooting the Chinese fai.iily system^ 

One interesting fact in connection with the rise of Communism in China 
is that the Communist party was founded, as is usually the case in Asia, 
not by peasants or fanners, but by a small group of intellectuals. These 
intellectuals were able, however, to make use of the peasants and workers 
to create disturbances and revolts. But today on the Chinese mainland, by 
far the most intensive opposition against Communisin has come from the 
intellectuals am the farmers. The Peiping regime has directed most of its 
control tox^ards these two classes, particularly the university students.. 

It is therefore absolutely untrue tb.at the Cormiunist regime in China liar, won 
over the minds and hearts of the younger generation. What happened in 
Hungary has proved beyond doubt that the young students and workers of 
Hungary had not been subdued by nearly ten years of Communist control and 
indoctrination. The student demonstrations in China in 1957 durxw. the 
"hundred flowers bloom» period gives us another proof that after eight .years 
of ideological rule, the students of China, at least a large number of them, 

are still in opposition to the Communist regime. 

Let me recall an episode in the student revolt to which I have just 
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referred. On the evening of May it, 1957* in Peiping, 8,000 students g;athered 
at a meeting, at which 19 student leaders made fiery speeches, openly at- 
tacking the Coimiiunist regime for suppressing freedom and democracy in the 
schools and in the country. The wall-newspapers of the PeldLng University 
becarae a free forum of the students. The Peking University sttxdent leaders 
edited and printed a periodical, entitled ”The Relay Baton of Democracy," 
which they mailed to all colleges and schools throughout China as a clarion 
call to other students to join the common fight for freedom* They also sent 
their representatives to contact the students in the thirty-odd universities 
and colleges in the Peiping and Tientsin area. 

As one of the student leaders put itt 

"The call is for the mobilization of an army of one 
million youths to fight Communism, to oppose the so-called 
revolution, and to overthrovj the real enemies of the people. 

We must fight for democracy, for freedoxii, and for the rights 
of man," 

The response was unanimous from all student bodies in every part of 
China — from Muliden in the north, to Canton in the south, from Shanghai 
and Nanldng in the east, to Chungking and Chengtu in the west. 

By the first xreek of June, the student movement threatened to break 
out into a popular uprising of the Hungarian type. On the evening of Juirn 6, 
a few universit 3 '‘ professors and "democratic" politicians met and talked over 
the situation, and their general impression was that the students in Peiping 
and Shanghai — bhe txiro most important and largest centers of student 
population — were on the verge of declaring a strike and going into the 
streets to demonstrate against the Communist regime# One of the professors 
said* "This situation resembles that on the eve of the Hungarian revolution. 
But the Coimunist regir/ie, realizing the gravity of the situation, took 
repressive measures in all the large centers of student population to isolate 
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the student groups, arrest the ringleaders and forbid all street demonstrations 
Of course, China is a vast country. It is not easy to consolidate all 
the anti-Coromunist forces on the mainland into one powerful movemont. But 
the above description of the student demonstration, taken eiitirely from Com- 
munist sources, illustrates not only that anti-Communist movements exist 
but that it is also possible for these movements to gather quick momentum 
under favorable circumstances , The Communists will no doubt adopt all pos- 
sible precautions and suppressive measures to forestall such movements but, 

I am sure, anti-Ccmmunist movements will continue to grow. The truth is 
that no regime can afford and can expect to maintain itself by the use oi 
suppressive measures forever, I have every reason to believe that the 
stronger the stippression is, the greater will be the reaction. 

In these circumstances, my Government in Taiwan has a vital role to 
play. There are 10^000,000 people on Taiwan. There are another 13,000,000 
Chinese overseas, the overwhelming number of whom are strongly anti-Conmunist , 
My Government not only serves as a ralljd.ng point for all the free Chinese 
outside the Iron Curtain but also constitutes the greatest challenge to 
the Comraunist regime on the mainland. So long as we continue to exist, the 
cause of freedom in China will be kept alivo. 

But we must strive to assume an. active rather than a passive role, Jt 
is for this reason that xje have dedicated ourselves to the task of restoring 
freedom to our people. For the past nine years we have succeeded in setting 
up in Taiwan an example of the type of government and society in sharp 
contrast to what exists on the mainland today, Waore the Communists have 
deprived every farmer of his land, we in Taiwan have introduced a system 
of land refom by which every tiller of the soil is enabled to ovu the lend 
he tills. Where the Communists have subjected the younger generation to a 
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Marxist educational program X'jhich destroys the family system, we seek to 
preserve the best features of our traditional culture. It is our resolve 
to preserve in Taiwan the continuity of our civilization and our form of 
government so that xire may continue to be the repository of hope and trust 
of our people on the mainland, 

I have often been asked whether xje really believe that we can recover 
the mainland by the use of force in view of the enormous disparity in 
armed strength and manpower between us in Taiwan and the Communist regime 
on the mainland^ My reply is that we shall achieve our mission not by 
relying on force aloroe but principally by relying on the continuing groxrth 
of the anti~Goramxxnist forces on the mainland, on the one hand, and our 
capacity to sustain sxich movements on the mainland by what moral and material 
sxxpport v:e coxild give them, on the other. In other X’lords, there is alreacLy 
an anti-Communist base in the hearts and minds of the people on the mainland. 
That base cannot, however, sustain itself unless we in Taix^ran stand ready 
to give it support when the situation ripens. 

In this connection, you xd.ll recall that about three weeks ago there 
was issued in Taipei a joint Sino-American caranunique, in which it was made 
clear that the Chinese Government in Taix-ran xdll continue to pursue its high 
mission of restoring freedom to the people of China on the mainland. 

There has, hoxirever, been seme misunderstanding concerning the use of 
force in the joint commxinique. Let me clarifj'’ it by saying that the Chinese 
and United States Goverrments are in full agreement that any attempt to 
interpret the comraunique as having committed the Republic of Ghinfi not to 
use force in any circumstances is X'jholly inconsistent with its context, j.xi 
fact, the communique does in no x-ray prevent the Republic of China from using its 
forces in the exercise of its inherent right of self-defense or in case ox 
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T • •w-i.c. mainland* My Goverment has always believed that 

large-scale uprisxngs on the maxmana* iv 

in fighting Cc«,unlsi. it is neoessaiy to nse slmultansonsly political, 
economic and cultural moans ration than to rely on the mere use of force. 

In a sense our task of regaining freedco for the people on the Clmnose 
mainland is part and parcel of the fight for freedom throughout the norld. 

I am firnay of the opinion that it is not possible to oo-exist an peace urth 
the Communist viorld unloss the Co.mum.st bloc of nations should, by some 
miraculous mctar.-.c«pho*is, drop Communism altogether. The ultimate aim of 
Cormunlsm is to eonluer the world by means of direct and indirect aggression, 

Aa Khrushchev put it so picturesquely, not until "the shrimps learn to 

x^histle" shall the Communists abandon thexr axnu 

let us bear in mind that nearly one-third of the uorld-s population is 

now Shut in beidnd the Iron Curtain. Of the two-thirds that remain free. : 
almost stety per cent of the people are watching to see which side may ,an 
in the end. The United States alone has world-wide conmitments in defense 
of freedci aM Justice. She acne has a series of bilateral treaties wath a 
number of Aslan countries based on the principle of coliective security. The 
united States is also regarded by both Soviet Russia and Camu.ni.st China 
as the arch foe of interrm.tional Communism. To the millions wl.o have fallen 
behind the Iron Curtain, the United States stands as a symbol of hope for 
freedon. Hundreds of escapees from Commu..ist China now in Taiwan have told 

me that the people on the Chinese mainland continue to listen to the Voice of 

4-up.r loprv. of any nevra which may sii 3 S®st 
America. They are disheartened w.^.en t.ie/ ae^.r oi any 

appeasement or cempromise on the part of the Ur.ited States towards Soviet 
Russia, for they know that their hope for eventual liberation depends largely 
on the active efforts of the United States and her allies in deterring further 

Communist advance. 
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It has often been said that the peace of Asia hinges principally on a 
free ard nnited China. So long as the mainland of China remains in Com- 
munist hands, the whole of Asia will always be threatened by Communism. 

If the mainland of China had not been lost to international Communism, 
there would net have been the wars in Korea, in Indo-China, in Indonesia 

and in Malaya. 

Hr. Chairman, I have tried in the limited time allowed me to give a 
general picture of the conditions on the Chinese mainland under Communxst 
rule and of the hopes and aspirations of the Ghlneso people outside as well 

as behind the Iron Curtain. 

May I conclude my talk this eve rang by repressing the hope that xre who 
live in freedom shall not .forsake those wlio live under Gemmunist enslaveiv.ent 
and that, in the interest of freedom and justice, xie shall all hasten the 
day of their eventual deliverance*
